1983. Re 
But briefly, let’s wind back the clock to 
1961. 
in 1961, Pan Hellenic (as the club was 
known then), came into first division. The 
Coach was the Hungarian Julias Polgyar, a 
former Hungarian first division star who had 
Migrated to Australia. ~~ 
Pan Hellenic's president at that time, was 
the.very popular and powerful, George Zantey, 
" who realising the club's playing staff needed 
_ bolstering to Survive jn-first division, 
* immediately signed“Séme Greek imports. 
Zantey brought out big name players of the 
likes of George Yangou, Angelo Mavropoulos, 
dim Hatzis, Themis Toussis, Sot Patrinos and 
later, the popular but erratic striker, Johnny 
Karagianis who proved to be a great crowd 
leaser. 


‘In 1968, under coach Walter Tamandl, a 
former Austrian international and former player 
with Prague and Pan Hellenic, Pan Hellenic 
_ feached the NSW Grand Final against Hakoah 
at the Sydney Sportsground. : 

After so many disappointments over the 

: years, Pan Hellenic supporters felt that their 
timé to celebrate a triumph had arrived. A 
crowd of 26,000 crammed into the ground 
with"great expectations, but it was not to be 
their day. 

Despite Pan Helienic fielding one of the very 
best players to have ever come to an 
Australian club, the Greek immortal Takis 
Loukanidis, Hakoah yet again proved too 
Strong to defeat'the Greek team 4-2. 

Following Tamandl, the much loved ‘Uncle’ 
Joe Viasits came to the club and immediately 
inspired a Youth policy within the club, a 
policy that was previously alien to the Greeks. 

With the inception of the National Soccer 
League in 1977, the old Pan Hellenic was 
folded and a brand new club created with the 
name Sydney Olympic. 

Sydney Olympic’s first president was 
Michael Kontos and their first NSL coach was 
1976 Rothmans Medal winner the ever-reliable 
Bruce Stowell. * 

The same year, a new official surfaced, to 
take over the Olympic Presidency from Mr 
Kontos who had gone overseas, _.. 4 

The man was John Constantine, a young 
Sydney Greek lawyer. Constantine’s regime 
Spanned from 1977 to 1982 when the current 
President, Mr Jim Petinellis took over. 

In the last of the’1979 season, Sydney 
Olympic played St George at the Marconi 
Stadium to settle which club would be 
relegated. Saints defeated Olympic 1-nil, the 
goal coming from St George’s youthful 
midfielder, Peter Katholos, who buried a 
25-metre drive that proved to be the last nail 
in Olympic’s coffin. 

But rather than hold a grudge against 
Kathlos, Olympic approached St George and 
bought: the young, powerful midfielder.

During Sydney Olympic’s spelt in the State 
» League in 1980, coach Jim Adam Managed to 
win for the Club that year's Ampol Cup Final ‘ 
when they defeated Sydney Croatia 1-nil at 
“the Sydney Sportsground before a crowd of 
11,000. 

In 1981, Olympic secured the services of 
ex-Manchester United's jovial Scot,Tommy . 
Docherty. But Docherty lasted only four 
months. He flew back to England to take over 
Preston North End. ; 

Doug Collins took up from where Docherty | 
left off and stayed with the club till almost the 
end of the following year. 

1983 saw the return of Tommy Docherty to 


Olympic but late in the season the two parties.- 
parted company and Manfred Schaefer made a 


Most surprising return to top football. 

Sydney Olympic that year, won it’s very first 
Major trophy when they defeated Victoria's ‘, 
Heidelberg United in the two legged National 
Cup Final 1-nit in both games. Hero of the NSL 
Cup Final was the young Olympic right flanker, 
Terry Patalis who scored the winning goal in 
each leg. 

Much of the credit however, must go to 
Olympic’s two top class defenders, Mike 
Coady and Martyn Rogers. - 

Last year, Sydney Olympic made a belated 
Tun for the NSL Championship but was pipped 
on the post by Eddie Thompsbn’s Sydney City. 
However, in the NSW NSL Grand Final, 
Olympic managed fo defeat Sydney City to 
earn the right to play for the National 
Championship against Victorian heavyweights, 
South Melbourne. 

South Melbourne however defeated Olmypic 
in‘both legs by the identical scoreline (2-nil). 

This year, Sydney Olympic made a 
disasterous start in the League when the 
squad was hit by a most unusual String of 
Serious injuries to key players. 

The talented, ball-playing sweeper, Tony 
Dakos, was the first to require surgery to have 
his medial and lateral ligaments repaired to his 
left knee. Only recently has Dakos made a 
comeback. 

Then Peter Katholos severly damaged 
ligaments also to his knee which required 
complicated surgery. Katholos will be out of 
action for another eight weeks. Then striker 
Nick Theodorakopoulos broke his leg. 

Other injuries followed to captain Peter 
Raskopoulos, Chris Kalantzis and deadly 
Striker, Marshall Soper. : 

But there is light at the end of the tunnel. 
Sydney Olympic squad has been greatly 
bolstered in recent weeks by the guest 
appearance of Celtic's Scottish World Cup 
winger, Davie Provan who arrived three weeks 
ago, and Lakis Papaionnou from Greece. 

Papaionnou, a member of the Greek World 
Cup X1, toured last year with his Greek club 
side Iraklis which Participated in the World 
Soccer Series. He is currently one of the 
leading players in Greece where he Controls 
his club and national te4m from the central 
midfield position. 

lub captain, Peter Raskopoulos, although 
only 23, has no less than eight years 


experience in NSL football. Peter is the gear- . 
box for Olympic, and is one of the best 
Passers of the ball in the League. 

Martyn Rogers, a former Manchester United © 
reserve player, is a defender of quality. Since 
Rogers joined Olympic two seasons ago, his 
presence in the back-four has injected 
solidarity. 

Together with Dakos and international left- 
back, Graham Jennings, the Olympic defence 
evoked a degree of respectability never before 
achieved. 

Gary Phillips at the right fullback or midfield 
with his tough, non-stop tackling, is another ” 
vital ingredient to the Olympic line-up. 
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Otani Ben ye as tS ese 25. a 
Olympic skipper Peter Ragkopoulos, with 

Peter Katholos in Support, battles against Canberra. 

Upfront in the Olympic attack-line, they have 
two strikers that on their day are match 
winner: the explosive and dynamie, Marshall 
Soper, and left-flank-striker, teenager, Chris , 
Kalantzis. 

Soper, has a quality most desirable in a 
champion. That is.an unyielding will to win no 
matter what the odds. As well, he is one of 
the few real personalities in Soccer today. By 4 
that, | mean whenever he gets the ball, he is 
one of the few players who can lift the crowd. 

And last but not least, special mention must 
be made for Sydney Olympic’s longest serving ~ 
Player, and possibly the NSL’s longest serving 
Player with the one club, none other than Gary 
Meier, underestimated goalkeeper. J 

People ask when Gary is going to retire as 
he's been with the club for 14 consecutive” 
years. But the gentle-giant turns 30 on 
pas a 10, an age when most good 7 
goalkeepers are only just_starting to bléssom. 

So far this year, Olympic with the above 
mentioned glut of injuries, have achieved 
mixed results. But they are once again in the 
NSL Cup Final where they will meet Victoria's  _ 
Preston. Even, if they don’t Managt to win the 
League Championship this year, they will 
definitely be starting as favourites for the NSL 
Cup Final and will be out to duplicate their 
success they achieved in 1983.
